But leaving this Siege a while, I 
ſhall retorn ro Count Teckely, who,

the Prince Labomirsþi; the Palatine of 
Hungary, and Major-General Schatz, | 
who had ſeized rhe important Poſts on ' 
the Waag, and by that means hinder- | 
cd him from joyning with the Turks,,| 
at which, as moſt ſuppoſe, he was n0| 
whit iorry, but rather rejoyced at fuck} 
an excuſe ; for had he been embodied| 


with the Turkiſh Army, his Grandeur, | 


by which he allured the ignorant, and, 


ſuch as ſought for Prey, to take Arns 
againſt rheir Emperour, would havc | 


been ecclipſed and impaired, eſpecially 
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if they had been commanded by a 
Turkiſh Baſſa ; for fuch 1s the Inſolen- 
cy of thoſe men, that although they, 
for the moſt part, are in ther Original 
but Slaves or Tribute Children, that 
when they come to this Preterment 
they make no Scruple to Lord it over 
Kings and Princes, though their Lives 
and Fortunes depend upon the Breath 
and Pleature of their Maſter, who ire- 
quently, upon the leaft Capricio, dil- 
{riſes them both of Life and Honour, 
ſending the meaneſt of his Slaves for 
the Heads of his greateſt Caprains; nor 
dare any other oppoſe it upon Forfet- 
ture of their own. 

This being a good excuſe for Tecke- 
{y, the better ro keep up his Reputa- 
tion witn his Fattion, he again pre- 
tended to treat with the Emperour a- 
bout a truce ; but rhis Arttfice ſo often 
uſed to protratt time would not take, 
he thinking by another ftratagem to 
pacthie rhe Turk, gave out he would

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but the beſteged, though they loſta grex

Commanders of note, declined t.) hang 
out any {uch {1gnal of danger, bur vrave- 
ly defended their Works, though the 
T#rzs made frequent Afauits, as not 
expecting long to continue the ſiege. 
whether It came to a Battle or not, bv 
reaton ot the great ſcarcity in their 


Camp ; which was occaſioned by the ': 


Imperaliſts taking divers Convoys of 
Provition, infomuch that they fed upon 
Hor{e-fleth as dainty fare, and an Am- 
muntion bread {old at five Dollars ; al! 
their Forrage for their Horſes being ſo 
little, that 30o were ſtarved to death in 
one Week. Yet the Baſla ſent again 
to ſummon the City , making larger 
ofters than formerly, with many pro- 
miles of Liberty, free exerciſe of Re- 
ligion , and other immunities z which 
were rejected with diſdain : Whereupon 
he commanded a general affault to be 
made, which onthe 5 and 6 of Auguf 
was continued, almoſt without intermif- 
ſion, thinking ſo to tire out the belieg- 
ed, and by that means oblige them t04 
ſurrender; but ſo far were they from 
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xcquiring what they aimedat, that aiter 
they had poſleſied themſelves of one 
point of the Counterſcarp, the beſieged 
fprung a mine before the Work, blow- 
ing about 100 of the Infidels into the - 
Air, and following the advantage, fai- 
lied at two or three Ports, upon which 
2 ſharp conflicc began, coming at length 
to handy-blows, in which 1t was not 
ſuppoſed, thar leſs than 2000 of the Be- 
ſiegers fell, rhoyghat the {ame time they 
played againſt the wall from 7 Batteries. 

The City making a brave defence, a

den with proviſion, as alſo a great deal 
of rich Furniture : Of which ſucceſs the 
Duke of Zorraiz had no ſooner received 
advice, bur another Meſſenger brought 
hum a Letter from the King of Poland to

30and 40000 men, would be within

Afairs being thus proſperouſly begun,

taken Priſoners, and amongſt the {lain 
fell the Baſla of Sileftria, thenew Bafla 
of B:da, and the Bafſa of Aleppo. Im- 
mediately upon which defeat, Barkan 
deſpairing to defend it {elf, furrendred 
upon diſcretion : Yet was not this Vi- 
cory obtained without blood and dan- 
ger ; for of the Poles there fell 12 or 
13:0, and of the Imperialifts 150. 
Prince Alexander the Kings Son, had 
his Horfe ſhot under him , and the 
King tumfelf was in great danger , 
whilit the Tzrks ſhot preſſed on all 
{1des. 

This double advantage gained on 
the ninth of Ofeber, it was reſolved

ftorms ariſe, inſomuch that theſe aſto- 
niſhments will- bring him back , and 
indeed they have their wiſhed effe&s 
upon the Mabumetan Slaves : bur thoſe 


that believe in Chriſt, and revere his 
name, cannot be.Bug-beared with things. 
altogether ridiculous and mnf1gnificant ; 


and therefore after ſuch they look more 
narrowly, having ſpies in divers part 
to give notice of their flight, and to 
puriue them, berween whom 2nd thy 
Fugitives happen ſharp incounters, .n(0- 
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ned worle than Dogs: if thoſe that are 


retarned have killed any perſon , atl- 


though im their own defence, then are 


they dipped over Head ana Ears im a 


Cauldron of boyling Oyl; then taken 
out, being alive, and caſt into a deep 
Dungeon, and there {uffered ro perith, 
©: Elite haverheir fleſh launced, and be- 
19 rabbed over with Honey, or fome 
1eer liquor, are hanged up alive for 
(he Bess, Hornets, Waſps, and {uch In- 
{ects to prey upon : and in that miſerable 
condition, frequently do the Vulturs and 
other repacious Fowl feed upon and tear 
tem, whilſt living, .and in this condt- 
tion ſons hang 4 or 5, nay ſometimes 6 
or 7 dayes, befpre they dye : Others 
they wrap up in Bears Skins, or Swines 
Skins, and expoſe them to the fury of 
Dogs, with which they bait them to 
Death. Theſe and many more are the 
ro-wents theſe poor Creatures indure, 
unde: their cruel Maſters, 
* Thoſe that are taken by the Tartars 
are worle uſed, if worle can polltble be,
